The case can be sandblasted and repainted. My dilemma is what wisdom is 
appropriate for refurbishing the front panel. 


Cardinal sin #1. I used windex/409 on the front panel and learned that aged 
paint from the 50's (our paint chemical composition is much better now, 
right?) comes right off. Doesn't really matter much since the rust is fairly 
bad anyway- thank goodness I learned the xeasy* way. 


I might be brave enough to attempt a two color panel repaint (after sand 
blasting), but I'm very wary about the silk screeing of text back onto the 
panel. Feb 1994 ER article by KC5DFX describes doing it using CAD and PC, 
but I don't think I'm that brave. Anyone have success doing it manually 
with press ons? (gulp).

Don't waste your time! Foyles is nothing like the shop it was 25 years ago 
or whenever you last encountered the place. The once large secondhand 
section is now just one tiny room, dealing almost exclusively in rare 
literature. Its new books on technology are nothing to write home about. 
Dillons, which came on the scene about 20 years ago, has a better range of 
books on technology but even then, it's nothing special. 


In fact it's fair to say that second-hand and old books on technology are 
rapidly becoming collector's items, with the demand exceeding the 
supply.There are also more specialist dealers now; the book trade 

knows they pay good money and prefer to sell to these dealers for 
immediate cash rather than keep the book on their shelves for 

possibly years. 


That's the situation in western Europe at any rate. These days I buy most 
of my old books off the Internet, mainly from the USA where prices are 


far lower than in Europe. I recommend Advanced Book Exchange 
(www.abebooks.com) as absolute tops for finding out-of-print rarities. I 
ordered the three-volume history of the Signal Corps in WW2 that way. To 
my mind, ABE is far better than Bibliocity or Amazon because it carries 
booklists from all over the English-speaking world.

It seems to me that I read some time ago that using one of the surplus 
baluns from a commercial computer or dumb terminal setup would help this 
coax to balanced receiver input situation. The baluns are used when 
companies want to use twisted pair instead of the RG62 or other coax. I 
guess they'd be 1:1 or perhaps 2:1. Or of course you could wind a "proper" 
ratio balun on a small core. 


Has anyone out there actually tried using the computer wiring baluns for 
matching the balanced input of a receiver? I have some of theose baluns but 
have not opened them to bypass the RJ-xx connector, since my antenna is fed 
with 450 ohm ladder line and besides I normally use a transceiver through a 
Matchbox..

In October 1998 Popular Communications there is a 

neat conversion for radios using a 6H6 dual diode 
for AM and AGC detectors. The 6H6 is replaced by a dual 
triode (a 6SN7 I think). The AGC diode is replaced by 
a diode wired triode section. The AM detector diode is 
replaced by the other but the grid is connected to 
ground thru a resistor and a capacitor couples the 
grid to the BFO. 

When the BFO is turned off the triode acts as a 
diode and detects AM. But when the BFO signal is applied 
to the grid, grid rectification produces a negative bias 
and the triode acts like a diode switched on and off 
by the BFO. 

I had only glanced at the article. Don't have the 


magazine myself but I believe it should work just 
fine. 

The author stated that it sounded clearer than most 
Product Detectors and that the AGC worked as well. 
If some one tries this out please let me your 
results. I had been looking for a such a conversion for 
some time for my old radios. It requires not panel 
modifications and maybe not circuit changes if a 
octal plug and socket adapter can be wired and 
plugged in.
